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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 91-95, 103, 129-132, 136-139, 150-155, 157-158, 160 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kitamura (Japan 6-292195). 

Regarding claims 91-95, 129-132, 136-139, 150-155, 157-158, 160 Kitamura 
discloses a portable electronic communication device, comprising: a body 1; means 2 
for transmitting and receiving data; means 3 for entering data; a panel 7 movably 
attached to the body 1 ; and a first and second means 8, 9 for displaying of transmitted, 
received or entered data wherein the first and second means 8, 9 for displaying are 
located on respective first and second sides of the panel 7, the first side of the panel is 
arranged to face the body 1 when the panel is closed and power supplied 5 to the first 
means for displaying can be reduced when the panel 7 is open and when the portable 
electronic communication device is powered on; means 6 for attaching the panel 7 
along a longitudinal side of the body 1; means for fixing and releasing the panel 7; 
means 5 for supplying power to the first and second means for displaying 8,9. 

Regarding claims 103, Kitamura discloses in a portable electronic communication 
device having a body 1, the improvement comprising: first and second display screens 
8, 9 mounted on opposite sides of a panel 7, the panel 7 movably attached to the body 
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1 . the first display screen 8 being arranged to face the body 1 when the panel 7 is 
closed and power supplied 5 to the first display screen 8 being reducible when the panel 
7 is open and when the portable electronic communication device is powered on. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 96-102, 104, 133-135 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art fails to show that at least one of the first and second means for displaying 
comprise: means for scrolling or that a third means for displaying of transmitted, 
received or entered data, the third means for displaying located on the body. 

3. Claims 1-12, 124-128, 140-149, 156, 159 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: a 
flip panel movably mounted on the main body and configured to rotatably open and 
close about a side edge portion of the flip panel, the flip panel being retracted into the 
hollow section of the main body when closed, wherein one of the plurality of displays is 
mounted on a side of the flip panel display screen that is exposed when closed or that 
power supplied to a first one of the plurality of displays which is not viewable when the 
panel is closed can be reduced when the panel is open and when the portable 
electronic communication device is powered on.
